Session. of Parlia‘ 
ment ‘I have, had the: happiness to. welcome 
back the Prince and Princess of Wales on their 
‘return from their lengthened voyage to various 
parts of my ‘Empire. They have-everywhere 

"been received with demonstrations of the live- 
Niest affection, and J ‘am convinced that their 
presence has served to rivet more closely the 
bonds of mutual regard and loyalty by which 
the vigour of the Empire is maintained, | 

My relations with other Powérs contitiue to 

- be ofa friendly character. 

‘LT regret that the warin South Africa hos not 
yet been Concluded, though the course of the 
operations has been favourable to our arms, 

The area of the war has been Inrgely reduced, 

"and industries are. being resumed in my ‘Yew 
colonies, In spite of the tedious character of

-played a cheerfulness in the endurance of the
